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CONTROLING PREDATORY ANIMALS 
j 
GRINDING FEED IN SOUTHWEST TEXAS

The policy of the Bureau of Bio­ 
logical Survey, Department of Agri­ 
culture, is not extermination of pred­ 
atory’ animals, but their control to 
avoid excessive injury to livestock 
men and 
ier* and it will not result 
in eradic 
on of any species, accord­ 
ing to a 
itement issued recent’v by 
the Dep 
• ment. 
Throop 
the efforts of Co eress- 
man John N. Garner and other 
outh- 
western and Western represent ti vc* 
the last Congress provided for * ten- 
year program for control of preda­ 
tory animals and rodents under the 
direction of the Biological Survey. 
The 
ten-year 
program 
will 
make 
more effective the control work as al­ 
ready organized, rather than stimu­ 
late new lines, according to officials 
of the Biological Survey. The activity 
in predator and rodent control, it is 
pointed out, has been encouraged by 
state and other co-operating agencies 
which have provided funds far in 
excess of federal appropriations. 
Co-operative 
control 
operations 
have been dependent upon annual ap­ 
propriations. 
Congress now puts the 
work 
on 
a 
long-term 
basis, 
and 
authorizes appropriations of $1,000.- 
000 annually. 
The increased appro­ 
priations, however, cannot become 
available before July I, 1932, be­ 
cause the last Congress adjourned 
before the increased funds could be 
made available. 
On Federal lands the ten-year pro­ 
gram contemplates continued co-op­ 
eration by the Biological Survey with 
the Forest Service, the Indian Ser­ 
vice and with other agencies. 
The 
National forests include more than 
16,000,000 acres of lands infested 
with rodents, principally prairie dogs 
and ground squirrels. 
F'airir dogs 
destroy from 20 to 30 per cent of the 
succulent forage grasses near their 
towns. 
The ten-year program plans 
the eradication of praiiie dogs where

“ The Survey,” as Stanley P. Young, 
in charge of the Bureau’s Division of 


Predatory-wnimal and Rodent Con 
trol, said recently, “is not embarked 
upon a general extermination pro­ 
gram, but with every proper consid­ 
eration faa conservation interests it 
has as its objective in their field the 
adequate local control of injurious 
mammals. 
Only* by -uch control can 
the burdensome losses suffered by 
farmers and stock ra sers be reduced 
to the minimum and beneficial forms 
of wild life protected from undue 
destruction by their natural enemies. 
Though this policy in some cases may 
mean local extermination of harmful 
forms, it will not r^ ult in the com­ 
plete eradica' 
n of anv species tha* 
adds to the ’> 
life when far remov­ 
ed from ind 
rial operations.” 


J. E . W atk in s in F arm an d R an ch . 
Southwest Texas has started a pro­ 
ject which has immeasurable mone­ 
tary potentialities to both ranchmen 
and farmers.

His dam, Lucille Jolie Pontiac, 
a horned cow, is credited with pro 
during 1.173 pounds batter, 23.830 
pounds of milk in a year as a four- 
vear-old. 
That is. she was not quite 
five years old when sh* freshened be­ 
fore making this re< ord which, at 
the time, wa? the highest ever made 
by a heifer of that ag-*.

She was

hung on a cow.

cille Jollie Pontiac, came to see the 
young cow that beat his champion.
